Chinandega, Nicaragua, Feb. 12.—Fol- 
lowing one of the bloodiest battles in 
Central American history, Chinandega 
is beginning to realize that the Ameri- 
can naval forces saved the city from 
complete annihilation and today are 
saving the lives of several hundred 
wounded, who are being cared for by 
the naval doctors, Lieut. Willem &. 
Crooks, of the U. 8S. 8S. Galveston, and 
Tieut. Comdr. Hardy V. Hughene, from 
the. U. 8. &. Raleigh, at the temporary 
hospital at Cérinto. Dr. Daniel Mol- 
loy, who has been employed in work 
on sanitation and hookworm for the 
Rockefeller foundation for several years, 
arrived here from Managua with Red 
Cross workers and voluntegrs, who are 
assisting the wounded. 

American Minister Charies C. Eber- 
hardt this afternoon offered his good 
offices to the government.

NAVY SRAPLANE PB- |

A five-power negotiation at Geneva 
for limiting construction of auxiliary 
naval craft is regarded here as virtually 
assured. 

Japan will accept the American invi- 
tation for such ea conference without 
reservation. France is formulating an 
acceptance in principle coupled with 
“very serious reserves.” British accept- 
ance is clearly foreshadowed, and Italy 
alone is unheard from in any definite 
way. Officials see little reason to doubt 
that she, too, will concur in the pro- 
posals made by President Coolidge. 

Acceptance of the proposal to nego- 
tiate, however, by no means carries with 
it certainty that a five-power treaty to 
limit cruisers, destroyers and subma- 
rines will result. International problems 
of extreme difficulty remain to be over- 
come. 

Whether President Coolidge, in the 
event of failure of the five-power plan 
at Geneva, would revert to the informal! 
Japanese suggestion for a three-power 
limitation on cruiser tonnage as be- 
tween Great Britain, the United States 
and Japan, no official will predict. 
was sald fatly yesterday, however, that 
the five-power plan was the only pro- 
posal now under consideration, and that 
no decision as to the future could be 
made except in the light of develop- 
ments at Geneva 

The exact terms in which any of the 
four governments communicate their 
acceptances of the American proposals 
may prove of great significance.

TOTAL $145,535,937 


|Commission Advances Sums 


Due to U. S. Government 
and Citizens. 


War claims against Germany have 
now been awarded to American citizens 
and the United States government to 
$145,635,037.6%, the German-American 
mixed claims commission announced 


here yesterday. 

The most recent awards made dur- 
ing January and February, with siz 
cases which remained over from the 
closing sessions of August 31 and Gep- 
tember 1, 1926, total 64,181,609 61. These 
include an award of §950,000 to the 
American-Hawalian Steamship Co. of 
New York, with interest due from No- 
vember 11, 1918; an eward of $817,134.84 
to the 6. &F. Assets Realization Cor- 

tion of New York, with interest 
rom January 1, 1020; an award of 
$370,000 to the Garland Steamship Co. 
of New York, with interest dating from 
November 11, 1918, and five different 
awards to the Guaranty Trust Co. of 
New York, totaling $871,177.20, with in- 
terest from January 1, 1920. 

A total of 117 claims were dismissed 
during January and February. 


Chicago and Detroit 
Talk With London 


Chicago, Feb. 12 (By A. P.).—Volices 
spanned 4,000 miles of land and water 
today when transoceanic telepRone and 
radio communication from London, re- 
cently inaugurated in New York, was 
extended to Great Lakes cities, includ- 
ing Chicago, Detroit and Milwaukee.

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' NAVAL ARMAMENT PROBLEMS. 
France's reply to President Coolidge’s 


4 naval disarmament proposal will consti-

tute “acceptance in form, but under seri- 
ous reserves,” according to the Associ- 
ated Press dispatch from Paris. Viscount 
de Kerguezec, president of the senate 
naval committee, has made the following 
statement : 


Evidently the aim of the new confer- 
ence, whether it be brought about by 
Washington or Geneva, is to suppress the 
‘submarine. If that is admitted, there 
would remain but two fleets in the world— 
the British for our hemisphere, and the 
American for the other. 


The suppression of the submarine as 
a war vessel was proposed by Mr. Bal- 
four at the Washington conference, and 
a resolution was drawn up by Mr. Root 
declaring that it was practically impos- 
sible to use submarines as commerce de- 
stroyers without violating the require- 
ments universally accepted by civilized 
nations for the protection of the lives of 
neutrals and noncombatants. But the 
treaty embodying this resolution was not 
ratified by France. 

France can not hope to build up a navy 
comparable with the British navy, and 
yet it must provide for its defenses and 
communications. This it can do with 
submarines, air forces and cruisers. 
France is entitled to provide such naval 
forces as it needs for national defense. 
If it finds that submarines are preferable 
to other vessels, it ought to be free to 
build submarines. The fact that subma- 
rines are a powerful agency for the de- 
struction of commerce, and therefore po- 
tentially a strong weapon against Great 
Britain, ought to have no weight in 
American calculations. Cruisers are po- 
tentially a strong weapon against France, 
but this is not a sufficient reason for ask- 


3 _ ing Britain to discard cruisers. Presum-

‘ably those nations will remain friends 
and will not employ cruisers or subma- 
rines against each other. 

In its anxiety to bring about an agree- 
ment for restricted naval building the 
United States should scrupulously avoid 
taking any position which would array 


: ,it on the side of one foreign nation as 


against another. Submarines are as al- 
lowable in war as battleships, and all na- 
tions build them, including the United 


' States. One nation may need more sub- 


marines and. fewer cruisers than an- 
other. It should not be subjected to any 
outside pressure in making its program 
for its own defense. Such pressure would 
be useless in any event, for no agreement 
will be reached that is not voluntary. 

There is some danger in pressing too 
eagerly for limitation of armaments. Dis- 
agreements leave bitter feelings, and crit- 
iciam of a nation’s defense program is 
likely to cause it to increase its arma- 
ments instead of decreasing them. 

The United States is not in a position 
to join Britain again in trying to abolish 
submarines. The security of the Pun- 
ama canal can not be maintained with- 
out submarines. This government is 


_ building submarines and will doubtless

YES, IT’S DEAD. 


The esteemed Philadelphia Public Led- 
ger asks: “Is the world court issue 
dead?” It surveys the situation resulting 
from the refusal of league of nations 
members to accept the American reserva- 
tions, takes note of President Coolidge’s 
statement at Kansas City that he would 
not ask the Senate to modify its position, 
and concludes that the world court issue 
is pretty dead. But it hates to bury the 
corpse: 

The issue should not be prematurely en- 

| tombed. A sincere and earnest body of 
public opinion is behind it. There is every 
prospect that it will be raised again—end 
yet again. The permanent court of inter- 
national justice is not perfect, but it comes 


very near satisfying the American concep- 
tion of what euch a tribunal should. be. 


The decent and sanitary thing to do 


with a corpse is to bury it, and not to try 


to raise it. A sincere and earnest body 
of public opinion is behind the’ idea of 
abolishing the army and navy as an in- 
ducement to other nations to keep the 
peace, but the fact that a sincere and 
earnést portion of the public favors a 
nostrum or a fraud is not a good reason 
why the majority should concur. The 
main body of American public opinion 
has decided that the United States will 
not enter a court which can be manipu- 
lated by the league of nations. The Sen- 
ate agreed to American adherence to the 
court on condition that the league should 
not use that tribunal to the disadvantage 
of the United States. The league mem- 
bers refused to accept American mem- 
bership on such terms. 4 : 

The Public Ledger seems to think tliat 
the United States may eventually change 
its mind and adhere to the caurt. Is it 


‘not more probable that the court will 


change or disappear? It is a creature of 
the league of nations and has done no*%h- 
ing important except to give advice to 
the league. Since the league has been 
dealt a staggering blow by its own mem- 
bers in connection with China, and will 
surely receive others whenever it as- 
sumes to interfere with the great powers, 
it would seem that the court, the feeble 
emanation of the league, will pass into 
oblivion as the league itself fades into in- 
nocuous desuetude. 

This outcome is rendered eventually 
certain by the fact that the court is not 
genuine. If it were a true world court, 
supplied with a body of law and empow- 
ered to decide disputes between nations, 
it might survive. Those Americans who 
sincerely and earnestly favor American 
adherence to the court are convinced that 
it is the genuine article. A larger body 
of Americans has discovered that it is a 
fraud. Foreign governments belonging 
to the league know it to be a fraud as a 
court, but they sustain it because it sub- 
serves the political schemes of the league. 
They do not use it as a court. As their 
conflicting interests impel them to break 
the covenant and thus destroy the league, 
the uses of the court even for political 
purposes wil] disappear. 

The league of nations will be fortu- 
nate if it survives. Its impotency in the 
Chinese crisis advertises to the world 
that its masters will not permit it to 
function genuinely in the interest of 
world peace. 


THE WORLD'S FINEST CITY. 

About a year ago Mussolini decreed 
that Rome must be rebuilt to its former 
grandeur. Work started immediately 
and already notable progress has been 
made. The idea, however, surpassed the 
bounds of reason in that architects and 
builders )envisioned a world metropolis, 
with its streets filled with mighty build- 
ings, rivaling in size those of New York. 
Finally Mussolini was forced to call a 
halt, and in a recent decree he ordered 
that Rome must not be industrialized, 
but that it must be made a vast garden 
and a beautiful residential community 
and designed to frame and set off im- 
pressive government structures. 

Mussolini has grasped a fundamental 
idea of governmental city planning 
which Washington seems to be willing 


and almost ready to discard. The capi- 


tal of a nation should be above all else 
beautiful. It should stand as an exam- 
ple to all othef cities of what:can be ac- 


complished by intelligent planning and |

| careful regulation. It should be a city | ; 


of sufficient charm to attract visitors 
from far and wide, and it should impress 
them with the national spirit. It should 
be so planned that attention will be di- 


-rected toward monumental federal struc- 


tures., It should be a piace to which 
every American can point with pride and 
say, “This is my Capital city, the seat 
of my government. There is none com- 
parable to either in the world today.” 

Washington lacks few of the attributes. 
of a capital, and the tendency in the past 
has been to build toward the attainment 
of these desirable features. Of late, how- 
ever, agitation for the establishment of 
industry on a large scale has become 
quite general. This is a dangerous ten- 
dency unless tempered by restraint and 
common sense. 

Engineer Commissioner Bell, in a re- 
cent statement, called attention to the 
fact that Washington must not neglect 
the practical duty of becoming so far as 
possible an economically self-sufficient 
community, but he added the warning 
that nothing must be done which will in 
any way interfere with the progress of 
plans to make it an even more splendid 
Capital, and eventually the most magnifi- 
cent city of all time. Washington and 


its approaches must be kept free.of in- | 


dustrial commercialism.

A NEW SOURCE OF PAPER. 


The Department of Agriculture has 
announced the development of a rew 
process by means of which paper can be 
produced from gums, aspen, birch, maple 
or other hard woods. Newsprint today 
is made almost exclusively from spruce, 
a soft wood which lends itself readily to 
reduction to pulp by chemical treatment. 
Hardwoods do not respond properly to 
such treatment, and for this reason news- 
print production has been confined to the 
areas in which spruce flourishes. 

The department, however, has devel- 
oped what is known as a rod mill, a hol- 
low horizontal steel cylinder half filled 
with steel or bronze rods, in which hard- 
wood chips are reduced to pulp by rota- 
tion. Only a mild chemical tréatment is 
used before the chips are introduced into 
the cylinder, and for this reason a high 
yield is brought about by reducing the 
amount of fiber which would go into so- 
lution in the treating liquors in an all- 
chemical disintegration. 

With the demand for print paper in- 
creasing every year considerable anxiety 
has been felt lest the supply should be- 
come depleted. The new process, how- 
ever, releases vast quantities of raw ma- 
terials, and offers the possibility of ex- 
tending the industry throughout the 
country. In the South, particularly, 
there are vast quantities of gum which 
offer an excellent opportunity for the de- 
velopment of print paper in a region 
which hitherto has been excluded from 
serious consideration for the purpose. 


FACTS ABOUT THE FARMERS. 

Political considerations induced the 
Senate to ignore economic facts in pass- 
ing the McNary-Haugen bill. It was as- 
serted and assumed that the Western 
farmers were in a hopeless condition 
which could not be redeemed except by 
empowering a board of farmers to take 
money from the Treasury and boost the 
price of farm products. 

Now the House is wrestling with the 
McNary-Haugen bill, and again it is as- 
serted that the farmers must have this 
bill or perish. Is it true that farming 
conditions are so hopeless that the gov- 
erniaent must foster a plan to rob con- 
sumers for the benefit of the farmers? 
It is true that many Western farmers 
are in trouble on account of overspecula- 
tion in lands, and many banks in the ag- 
ricultural sections are holding second 
mortgages on lands whose value was in- 
flated. But in actual production of 
crops, and in prices received for crops, 
the Western farmers are not in bad 
shape. Even cotton has suffered from 
low prices in only one year out of five. 

Wheat is not selling at distress prices. 
Cattle, which suffered so severely after 
the depression of 1921, are commanding 
good prices and there is an active de- 
mand for range cattle as well as for 
feeder stock. Sheep and wool have been 
selling at satisfactory prices for the last 
four years. Dairying has been on a pay- 
ing basis, and there is no distress in see- 
tions where the dairy cow has become an 


important part of agricultural economy. 
Hog prices are high. Relatively, corn 
are not as high as the price level 

of hogs would indicate, but as 80 per cent 
the corn crop is fed to hogs and cattle 
the prices of fat cattle and hogs are the 
important factor, and not the price of 


corn.

Seeds of the most 
likely looking ones, were saved and he 
tried again. At the end of the second 
year he had discarded all but two and 
with these seeds he planted again the 
third year. ° 

Results the third year were decidedly 
encouraging and again discarding down 
to the best appearing specimens he 
went on with his experiments. Season 
by season the length of the Bell 
parent gradually merged into the: flat- 
ness of the tomato and increased its 
size up to six or eight inches in di- 
ameter and finally to a_ perfected 
vegetabie.

HOW TO KEEP WELL 


By DR. W. A. EVANS— 


LACK OF LIME IN DIET HARMFUL 
TO TEETH. 


FP all structures in the human 

body the teeth are the most 

stabie. We think of them as 
fixed and uncha bie; the eame yes- 
terday, todsy tomorrow, but we 
have carried this notion too far. The 
teeth are stable, it ie true, but at that 
they are constantly but slowly cheng- 
ing. They are nearly much shielded 
from the influences surround us 
as are the cells of generation, but, even 
eo, the ences. of life are registered 


on them in some measure. 


Dr. J. A. Marshall has been ezperi- 
menting to find how far a low lime diet 
could cause the teeth to decay. He ex- 
perimented with white rate. He found 
that feeding a mother rat a diet too low 
in lime would cause her teeth to decay, 
but the teeth of her young would be of 
good — during their youth. When 
the young had reached maturity their 
pees tng decay unduly. The mother 
robe “her own bones and teeth of some 
of their lime in order to supply her 
young. The young etart with enough 
lime in their, teeth to keep them in 

condition during youth, but in 

ture life they to pleces. The 

decay in teeth in white rats, the result 

of a lime poor diet, follows s course 

more like that of decay in the teeth 

of adult man and not much like that 
of decay in the teeth of ehildren. 

Teeth of improperly fed white rate 
may show changes in the p even 
when there is no decay. @ decay 
which comes on in adult life and which 


| is due to a lime r diet is not altered 


or arrested by feeding a diet rich in 
lime. These results in white rate may 
not be exactly the same as the results 
of a poor lime diet fed to se human 
bei 


ng. 

All animais do not «ect alike in 60 
far as the effect of diet on the teeth 
is ge yg For eC“ F im- 
proper diet fed to a cause 
much more tooth decay than is found 
in rate. Incidentally, Marshall found 
that a diet poor in lime fed to rats 
had bad effects in several directions. 
The fertility of the te is decreased. 
It is not finelly settied as to whether 
they breed leas often or conceive less 
often, or have amalier litters. or have 
more deaths among the young prior to 
birth. Macomber thinks a good deal 
of the decreased fertility of white rats 
on a lime poor diet is due to death 
of the young before birth. 

Macomber found that the mother 
rats kept on a lime poor diet suffered 
from decay of the teeth. When a 
mother rat has been fed a lime poor 
diet her young grow siowly and im- 
properly, and many die—that is, after 
birth—but even these runted animals 
have good baby teeth.

Even if 
at else at the transmitter and 
ver acoustically synchronized, 
but the loud speaker is not, the results 
will be spoiled. It is just as if an opera 
with inspired music, a fitting libretto 
and striking stage settings were never- 
theless to be sung by incompotent per- 
formers. The effect would be ruined, 
despite the ection of all factors 
save the rendition.

from the gravest d note to the - 
est shrill note.

In the second place, it must be equ!- 
tonal. It must not select any tone or 
i of tone and either’ unduly em- 
p ze or abitrarily suppress them 
And, thirdly, it must have what may be 
termed sonority. This is the quality of 


‘ giving full volume without distortion 


of tone quality. Naturainess of re- 
production depends on normal volume 
without distortion. 


The Cheap Phonograph. 


Considering first the omnitonal re- 
quirement, if low notes are missing 
from the loud speaker, a thin, metallic. 
and unnatural effect will be produced 


and music will sound as if it were com- | 
ing from the older types of cheap pho- | 


nographs, now happily obsolescent. 

If high notes are omitted, a boom- 
ing quality will be given to speech, 
the higher pitched musical instru- 
ments will be lost, speech intelligibil- 
ity will suffer, and everything will 
sound as if it were being produced in 
a large echoing vault. Should the 
medium register of tones be omitted, 
the effect is, of course, fatal, and 
speech will be practically unintelligible 
and music without merit. 

A failure to meet the even more dif- 
ficult equitonal condition causes a 
series of somewhat similar faults, 
though not in so extreme a measure. 
A loud speaker which is not equitonal 
spoils the smooth flow of music. Some 
notes, which are e rated, fairly 
“pop out” at the listener in a distract- 
ing and inartistic way. Other notes. 
which are relatively slighted, are prac- 
tically lost, and this also produces a 
distracting and unnatural effect. 


Sound Seems Strange. 


The different notes in a chord may 
not be uced with equal or ap- 
propriate volume, and the chord will 
sound strange and even unpleasant. A 
ecale on an instrument will not hold 
constant quality from note to note. 
Some notes will sound sharp, and 
others flat. The delicate intonations 
— —* ~ aren Ringe will be lost, and 

1¢ human quality of speech im 
or absent. In summary, ane aad 
faithful reproduction definitely re- 
quires equitonal loud speakers. 

The influence of volume or sonority 
is, not quite so pronounced but is, 
nevertheless, very noticeable. If the 
volume is reduced, the lower musical 
notes seem to drop out first, the “bal- 
ance” of the various instruments in 
the orchestra is destroyed. noises in the 
room interrupt the enjoyment of the 
music, and a decidedly inferior effect 
ls produced. If, on the other hand, too 
great a volume is employed (and even 
if there is no distortion of tone qual- 
ity such as generally occurs in this 
case, since most loud speakers overload 
on high volumes), the effect is oppres- 
sive and deafening. 

Neighbors are annoyed and rattling 
aa: disagreeable notes seem to be pres- 
‘Ac. The happy medium of natural 
volume ia definitely required to meet 
the third condition of proper sonority. 
If sonority is too low, the attention 
of the audience will wander and the 
concert will be spoiled by interruptions.

Principles Definitely Known. 


Engineers are constantly employed 
in developing and tearing down cir 
cults in the never-ending search for 
still better means of radio reception 
Radio principles have been quite defi- 
nitely established, and most of the 
present research hes to do with modi- 
fications and improvements of existing 
circuits. 

When a circuit has finally been de- 
cided upon, various models are made, 
and these are subjected to “third de- 
gree” tests. The most promising of 
these models are turned over to the 
engineering departments for the de- 
velopment of a commercial product. In 
due time, bench models appear in the 
laboratory, which are to all intents and 
purposes forerunners of commercial re- 
ceivers. These models must prove ac- 
ceptable to the radio production end 
sales engineers before can finally 
be developed for placing the set in pro- 
duction. 

Mile after mile of wire, in some cases 
finer than human hair, is wound into 
compact cotls which are assembled into 
transformers and coupling unite. In 
one loud speaker alone, there are over 


five miles of wire wound into 18,000 
turns. The wire is rolled and drawn 
from copper ingots, and then insulated 
with cotton, silk, rubber, or ename! 
Enamel is largely employed in the case 
of the finest wire, because it gives a) 
tough, glass-like coating and occupies 
minimum space. 


Given Enameling Bath. 


Bare wire is drawn from @ apool into 
one end of an enameling machine, 
passed through an enaemeling bath, 
then through an electrically heated 
oven, the temyperature of which is 
closely controlled, and finally through 
a eecond enameling bath and electric 
baking oven, and so on, Dullding up 
coat after coat of enamel. Some cop- 
per strands are given as many as twelve 
coata of enamel and a baking process | 
between each coating. 

Rubber insulated wire is wrapped 
with silk or cotton of various colors. 
so that different conductors of a radio 
receiver can be readily identified. 8!m- 
ilar wrappings are placed around groups 
of wires to form cables. After the in- 
sulating operation, the wire ie taken to | 
coll winding machines. One girl at-| 
tends three of these machines, thread- | 
ing the wire at the beginning of an 
operation, placing a fiber core into 
the machine, and setting an indicator | 
for the number of turns desired in the 
coil. Each coil is tested to insure sa'- 
isfactdry service. 

Carefully planned detail manufacture | 
has reduced the wiring of receivers to 
simple terms. The various connections 
are made up in large quantities to mec! | 
the requirements of lers, and | 
even bus bars are bent in fixtures to) 
the proper size and shape, with loops 
formed at the ends. As the parts are 
strictly interchangeable, there are few 
chances of errors in assembling them.

Dear Sir: We all realise that Director of Traffie Eldridge 
is his best to better both walking and driving condt- 
tions. However, it ie impossible for him or the men of the 
traffic or police department to be everywhere at all times. 

I personally have noted numerous instances where motor- 
iste have driven by red lights as well ae failed to stop be- 
fore entering one of the arterial highways or boulevards. 
Aleo I have noted left-hand turns being made in the face 
of signa forbidding it. Pedestrians, as well as other motor- 
ists trying to obey the law, naturally have a right to pre- 
sume that others will do likewise. . 

My suggestion is that those who observe these flagrant 
violations of the law make note of the license number of the 
offending car and report it with the place and time of the 
occurrence to the traffic director. Repeated complaint con- 
cerning the same car would, no doubt, cause Mr. Eldridge 
to carefully check up on the owner. Some may call this 
system espionage, but I personally believe it ise a funda- 
mental duty of each and every one to preserve life and 
property, and there are some drivers of automobiles in this 
town who apparently have no respect for the rights of 
others.

HOW TO DRY STICKY PAINT. 


One of the most frequent c&uses of slow- 
drying or “tacky” pain}, is the use of adul- 


terated linseed ofl, kerosene, fish oll, rosin’ 


oll, mineral oils or other nondrying oils in the 
Paint instead of, or in addition to, pure lin- 


"peed oll. 


» Im some cases, a mixture of three-fourths 
Rurpentine*and one-fourth drier will dry up 
the sticky paint. In Gther cases a coat of 
@luminum paint will do the trick. If neither 
method eliminates the sticky condition, about 
the only thing left is to burn off the defective 
_ and repaint.—Popular Science Month-

The funny effect produced by the clown 
depends to a large extent on the blacking 
which he applies around his eyes. This is 
an imitation of a practice which both men 
and women have followed in Egypt from the 
very earliest times and which persists there 
to this day.

én which to gaze reverently as he prays and 
chants hymns of praise at its feet. And so 
the manufacture of these images of divinity 
is an important industry in Burma, Ceylon, 
Siam and other lands where Buddhism still 
flourishes in a rather degenerate form. 
Although Buddhism itself is on the wane, 
the demand for images of Buddha is steadily 


— 


posed to mitigate the glare of the sun the 
same as our own green eye shades, and hats 
with the inside of their brims lined with 
green, are thought to do. 

Many of the effects the clown gets in his 
face are quite similar to those many savage 
races produce when they paint their faces and 
other parts of their bodies. This is done for 
two reasons—to relieve the appearance of 
nakedness and to terrify their enemies. 

In Japan the actors in certain plays, even 
when playing perfectly serious roles, make 
themselves grotesque as our clowns by daub- 
ing their faces with oddly curving streaks of 
the brightest red paint. This decoration, 
combined with a style of hairdressing very 
like a clown’s, makes them look anything but 
serious. 


The conventional style of arranging a 
clown’s hair is, by the way, a heritage from 
Elizabethen times along with the ruff he 
wears around his neck. 

The Chinese paint clown's faces on the 
paper figures they burn at funerals. And 
the Maori chiefs, not satisfied with painted 
decorations, which can be so easily washed 
away, make them permanent by tattooing 
curious designs all over their faces. Some- 
times these designs produce a clownish ef- 
fect, but more often they are terrifying in the 


extreme.

All know how to preserve the traditional 
likeness of Buddha that has been accepted 
for centuries and to give the figures, whether 
huge in sise or very small, that air of in- 
scrutable mystery which the people of the 
western world find so fascinating. 

The photograph’ on the left shows the 
courtyard of a large factory in Burma filled 
with completed Buddhas all réady for ship- 
ment to various parts of the world. 

The East boasts many such establishments 
where jade.and ivory and ebony are carved

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MEDICAL USES FOR DYES 


A strange new aid in surgical operations 
now comes into the hands of physicians and 
surgeons, It is dyes. Medical investigators, 
in recent experiments reported in Popular 
Science Monthly, have found that certain 
aniline dyes provide antiseptics said to be 
even more effective than the familiar iodine, 
and may be used even for the treatment of 
blood poisoning. 

Two physicians of Ithaca, N. Y., Drs, Mar- 
tin B. Tinker and Henry B. Sutton, declared 
recently that some of the aniline dyes are a)- 
most 100 per cent efficient in sterilizing the 
skin of a patient for an operation.

Historians agree that Godiva, 
more properly Godgifu, was a real 
flesh-and-blood lady, that she was 
the wife of Leofric, mother of Baris 
Morcar and Edwin and a daughter 
who first married Gruffydd, prince 
of North Wales, and, latér, King 
Harold II. | 

But many scholars agree with the 
late Prof. Freeman, who labeled the 
legend of the ride and the ead fate 
of Peeping Tom “a silly story.” 
They adnrit that the myth is a jolly 

bit of folklore that is often re- 
enacted in the streets of Coventry, 
but cliarge that the legend was bor- 
rowed bodily from the ancients and 
revamped to fit a British setting. 

Read your classic mythology, they 
say; and you will find that Actaeon, 
if Ovid is a good reporter, was trans- 
formed into a stag for “gazing on 
divinity disrobed”’ and that his own 
hounds leapt on him and tore him to 
pieces. 

“The Arabian Nights” tells of a 
dervish who entered a city and 
found its streets deserted. Not a 
bazaar was doing business, so he 
went into a coffee house. Hearing 
the sound of drums, he ‘looked 
through a crevice and saw 49 pairs 
of slave girls walking in procession 
through the market place. In their 
midst a wondrously beautiful lady 
rode on a horse, and she was un- 
adorned except for a Httle gold and 
a few gems here and there. One 
of the slave girls cut off the head 
of an Oriental “Peeping Tom’ she 
caught casting a forbidden eye on 
her well-moided mistress. Persia,

HAT are believed to be the world’s 
W largest ant hills are the homes con- 
structed by the termites, or white ants. 
in Ceylon and Abyssinia these ?‘skyscraper” 
dwellings often reach a height of 10 or 12 feet. 
The hills are composed of tiny pieces of hard- 
ened earth. They are plerced by numerous 
openings and canals connecting with the under- 
ground abode where most of the industrious 
constructors live.

Even England has other myths that sound 
strangely like the prise legend of the town 
that is to be sold. The “History of Glouces- 
tershire,” printed in 1779, tells that the pa- 
rishioners of St. Briavels are allowed to take 
wood from the forest of Dean because some 
long-forgotten Baril of Hereford granted the 
privilege at the urging of his wife and upon 
the same interesting terms that Godiva low- 
ered the tax burden for the citizens of Cov- 
entry. 

Northamptonshire has a legend of a man 
whose cottage was frequented by fairies 
which did the old fellow many a good turn. 
Moyed by an itching desire to look upon his 
supernatural benefactors he peeped at them 
through a knothole in a door. But no sooner 
did his eye behold his, eerie tenants than he, 
like Peeping Tom, was struck sightless, and 
the fairies, angered by his breach of hospi- 
tality, quit his dwelling to confer their favors 
on less curious humans. 

This legendary incident is not an exact 
parallel of the affair nm Coventry. But it is 
built on the same premise that the Britons 
seem to have borrowed from the mythology of 
the ancients, namely, that supernaturg! be-

IF MUSSOLINI DIES 


_— 


“What would happen in case of Mussolini's 
death?” asks Ida Tarbell, who proceeds to 
anawer the question in the February Mc- 
Call's basing her judgment upon four 
months’ analytical observation of the dictator 
and Itallan conditions. 

Says Miss Tarbell: 

“The anxiety of the people after the at- 
tempt last spring on Mussolini's life led him 
to ‘tell them that they need have no fear, that 
everything had been provided for in case of 
his death. There has been much curiosity 
about what he meant. What would happen 
in case of Mussolini’s death? Probably the 
king would declare what is called in Italy 
a ‘state of siege.’ That is, he would put the 
country under martial law. He would then 
appoint a premier who undoubtedly would be 
a fascist, éne of a half dozen strong men 
whose names have been mentioned as a pos- 
sible successor. \ 

“It is not impossible that Mussolial himself 
has made known his choice of a successor. 
The new premier would name a cabinet, 
probably choosing his ministers from among 
the fascists, though he might be inclined, as 
Mussolini has always been, to bring in strong 
men from other parties. This government 
would operate according to constitutional 
procedure. The variiament would continue 
its work, so would the senate, These bodies 
are, to be sure, overwhelmingly fascia; and 
for some time they probably would continue 
to be. 

“To back this government there would be 
the same powerful machinery that is backing 
Mussolini; the national militia, which is the 
old fascist army created in the Yevolution 
between 1919 and 1922, and the municipali- 


tles which are almost universally fascist at 
the present moment. The whole govern- 
mental structure which has been manipulated 
to withstand assault would undoubtedly hold 
together for a time. Whether it would en- 
dure permanently, continue the development 
of the corporate state and hold fast to the 
gospel of discipline and labor, would depend 
on the strength of the new premier, also on 
the strength and ability of the leader of the 
opposition. 

“The greatest danger in the case of. Musso- 
lini’s assassination would be from the fa- 
natical element among the fascists. At cere- 
tain points there probably would be a re 
vival of suspicion and violence, and the gov- 
ernment would have to be strong to deal with 
the outbreaks."'

RUIN YOUR HEALTH 


By experiments scientists recently have ar- 
rived at important new conclusions reghard- 
ing what actually constitutes good ventila- 
tion in the home, the school, the office and 
the factory. 

When, about 1506 years ago, it was discov - 
ered that oxygen was taken into the blood 
through the membrane of the lungs in in- 
haled air, and that carbon dioxide from the 
blood was thrown off in exhaled air, numer- 
ous erroneous conclusions were drawn. One 
of these, writes Jack. O'Donnel] in the March 
Popular Sclence Monthly, was that an excess 
_of carbon dioxide was the cause of asphyxia- 
ploded this theory, scientists now hold tha! 
_earbon dioxide in amounts likely to be thrown 
off in the most crowded room is Harmless. 
The harmful effects which poor ventilation 
causes, they say, are due instead to what 
they call “heat stagnation." 

It is this heat stagnation which causes 
persons to faint in overheated, {ll-ventilated 
rooms at theaters, dances, concerts, and. 
sometimes, in homes and offices... 

Temperature should be the first considera- 
tion in ventilation, according to modern 
scientists. Alr warmer than 68 degrees 


Fahrenheit is harmful to health. It dries 
up the secretions of the nose and throat which 
protect the body against infection. “The 
overheated room is the shortest route to the 
common cold,” a noted physiologist said re- 
cently. | 

Moreover, when a room becomes so warm 
that its occupants perspire, this condition 
causes an increased flow of blood to the skin 
with a corresponding increased expenditure 
of nervous energy and extra work for the 
heart. This not only places an extra burden 
on the heart, but decreases that organ'’s pow- 
er to drive blood to the brain and muscles 
where it Is most needed 

Scientists of the New York State commis- 
sion on ventilation say that a temperature 
of 66 or 67 degrees with about 50 per cent 
relative humidity, and without too much air 
movement, is ideal. It should be much lower 
in rooms where physical work is being per- 
formed, The air should be in gentle motion 
at all times, and an effort should be made to 
fluctuate the temperature slightly from mo- 
ment to moment. This variation keeps the 
body cool without chilling it and gives a 
stimulating effect upon the skin which is lack-

“Railroads of the United States built more 
miles of new tracks in 1926 than in any yeat 
since 1916, in that the new trackage was in 
relatively long lines rather than in short ez- 
tensions. 


“Texas received the largest quota of the 
1,005 new miles, a total exceeding by 361 
miles the construction of 1925, and Florida 
was second. 

“A record was made in the installation of 
automatic block signals, equipment for 4,891 
miles of road not only exceed by nearly 2,000 
miles the 1925 figures, but passed the in- 
stallation {n 1923, which held the record. 

“Railroads completed about 8&6 per cent 
of the automatic control installation ordered 
by the Interstate Commerce Commission in 
1922, and most of the installation subse- 
quently ordered in 1924, putting train con- 
trol system in actual operation in 59 roads. 

“The railroads ordered 1,301 new locomo- 
tives, comparing with 1,056 the year before. 
but ordered only 67,029 freight cars as 
against 92,816 in 1925, and the demand for 
new passenger coaches was less.

generations. Walt Whitman and Lincoln 
were looked on with contempt by many of 
their most highly educated contemporaries.

| SALVAGING NATION’S 
ENORMOUS WOODPILE 


Today, despite all metallic competitors, 
the wood used annually by the United States 
alone, if nailed together, would make an 
Atlantic City boardwalk reaching from the 
earth to the moon! In lumberman’s lan- 
guage, that would total 63,000,000,000 board 
feet (square feet one inch thick). And this 
does not include wood fuel, which is fully 
as great in volume, making in round num- 
ders a hundred million cordé every year con- 
verted into gases and heat. P 

Heaped up in a gigantic pile, the wood 
we burm every year would represent a pyre- 
mid half a. mile high and three-quarters of 
a mile squere at the base—a greater pile 
than all the automobiles ever manufactured 
would make. 

‘Tats being an age of waste reduction on 
an ambitious scale, ingenious efforts now 
are Belng made to convert fuel wood into 
- more permanent forms for the needs ef man. 
Some of these are described by Orville H 
Kneen in the March issue of Popular Sclence 
Monthly. 

An enterprising California lumber concern, 
for example, hes perfected a “machine with 
brains” which takes mil] ends and odd pieces 
and converts them into box boards and even 
portable houses. Two of the machines in 


dem are said to have produced 20,000 box 
in a day. Other California concerns 
converting redwood, suger pine and white 
waste into such finished articles as sash 

and doors, and even coffins.

The. laboratories of science are aiding 
greatly in the work of salvage by developing 
methods utilizing sawdust for such purposes 
as composition shingles, and converting 
wood waste into a wide variety of useful 
articles including turpentine, oils, alcohol, 


wallboard, papier-mache products and arti- 
ficial silk. 


MODERN FRANKLIN TO USK ROCKET.

A modern disciple of Benjamin Franklin,

That one man's meat is another man’s pol- 
son is more than a proverb. It's an age-old 
mystery to which medical sclence is only just 
finding the key. This mystery involves the 
eerie worlé of idiosyncrasies, in which persons 
grow violently ill at the passing of a horse, or, 
as in the case of the late Lord Roberts, be- 
come, intensely disturbed at the presence of 
a cat. It is a world in which persons feel 
positive discomforts at the sight of certain 
colore or the subtle diffusion of curious 
smells. 

Who of us does not know some one who 
can not eat exes, or crabs, or oysters, lobsters, 
almonds, onions, tomatoes, cucumbers, straw- 
berries, fish, honey, or milk, without becom- 
ing instantly ill? Every doctor knows of pa- 
tients who have an utconquerable aversion 
to certain drugs or chemicals, such as quinine, 
morphine, potassium iodide. Others can not 
breathe wood dust, or pollen from certain 
flowers and grasées. 

Recent investigations have given new in- 
sight into these peculiar reactions, writes 
Peter Vischer in the March issue of Popu- 
lar Science Monthly, and scientists have suc- 
eeeded in making sufferers temporarily im- 
mune to some of them, besides conceiving 
an emasing theory to account for the phe- 
nomena. This theory is as fillows: 

Little specks of chemical dynamite called 
“antibodies” are present in the bodies of 
many people, particularly nervous persons. 
There are different kinds of antibodies, and 
each has its specific “antigen,” or poison. 
Fish may be an antigen for one kind of antt- 


hody; the amell of horses for another. What 
ever the cause, when the antigen is intro- 
duced int®O the body it behaves Iike a fuse 
cap and sets off the dyamite-like chemica)ls 
in the antibody—and the unfortunate per- 
son whose stomach ig being made into a 
chemical laboratory suffers acutely. 

At one time scientists imagined that the 
individuals who were susceptible to certain 
foods were, perhaps, naturally weak, and the 
foods poisoned them in some simple, direct 
way. Then a case occurred that completely 
upset their beliefs and indicated that one 
man’s pet aversions could be transferred to 


" another. 


A cab driver was injured in an accident, 
te a blood transfusion was necessary to save 
his life. When he left the hospital and 
climbed into his old seat on the cab, he dis- 
covered to his chagrin that though he had 
spent all his life driving horses, he could no 
longer endure being near one. The doctors 
discovered that the person who gave the 
blood necessary to save his life had a pro- 
found aversion to horses. The obvious con- 
clusion was, the idiosyncrasy had been trans- 
ferred in the transfusion. . 

Subsequent experiments have led scientists 


generally to accept the theory of antibodies.

One of the world’s most precious headdresses—the 


official crown of England, 
It is made .of gold and richly studded with pearls, diamonds, rubies, 


emeralds and sapphires. 


Throughout the Middle Ages, the tiaras 
continued to become more complicated, elab- 
orate, and expensive. One historian of 
jewelry quotes from a sales catalogue con- 
cerning an auction in Cambridge, England, 
centuries ago. The articles offered included 
“a coronal of gold, wrought with stones, that 
is to eay, with rubies, sapphires, emeralds 
and pearis.” 

About 1820, there was a return to efp- 
piieity for the time being. Plain bands, with 
a Jewel clasp, began to be worn. Napoleon's 
Josephine never attended any affair of mo- 
ment without a jeweled comb and a diadem 
of precious stones. Indeed, chroniclers of 
the time say the lady was so fond of her 
headdreas that she wore it into the bath. 

Queen Victoria was very fond of jeweled 
headdress, and her tiara, now in the Tower 
of London, is splendid enough to cause a 
sigh of envy to escape even the wife of an 
oll or sugar magnate. It is a velvet cap with 
an ermine border, covered with diamonds, 
pearls, sapphires and emeralds, eet in silver 
and gold. On its top there is a mound cf 
diamonds and the crown altogether holds 
more than =,000 diamonds and 277 pearls. 


In the “Book of the Pearl,”’ by George 
Frederick Kunz, A.M., Ph. D., and Charles 
Hugh Stevenson, L. L. M. and D.C. L., there 
are descriptions of several of the most fa- 
mous crowns of ancient and modern times, 
after which many of today’s tlaras are being 
patterned 

‘One of the most famous crowns in his- 
tory,’ says this work, “fis that of the Gothio 
king, Recesvinthus, who was King of Spain 
from 649 to 672. It is composed of a wide 
band of gold, 4 inches wide and 8 inches in 
diameter. This band, which opens by means 
of a hinge, ta surrounded by two borders of 
gold, set with the red atones of Caria, called 
‘gemman alabardenses,’ and the band itaelf 


is etudded with 60 darge Ortentad.sappiitres 
of the greatest beanty. 

“Thirty fine pearls, of appropriate sim, 
alternate with the sapphires on a ground Gh 
crusted with the red stones above mentioned, 
From 28 small gold chains depend large ist- 
ters in cloisonne, and also encrusted, forming 
the sentence, ‘Recesvinthus Rez Offeret.’

SYNTHETIC HOMES 
TAKE QUEER FORMS 


Would you liye in a house of steel? Per 
haps your children’s children will, and like 
it, too. In the not-so-far distant future Amer- 
ica’s milllons may be housed in synthetic 
homes, built in a day, not by ones or twos, 
but by hundreds; not by hand, but by ma- 
chinery. 

Today experimental houses are going up on 
all sides, some of steel, some of clay, some of 
molded concrete blocks. Any one of them 
may set the style for the homes of the fu- 
ture, 


For instance, there is the circular house, 
result of an interesting experiment by Martin 
Koerber, of Greiz, Germany. The walls of 
his remarkable house, described by Edwin 
Ketchum in the March Popular Science 
Monthly, are fastened to a domelike frame 
of fron girders. Four days after the briak 
foundation was in place workmen had com- 
pleted the 5-ton framework. In a short time 
the outer walls, 2-inch slabs of heat insulat- 
ing material, were screwed on, and the owner 
moved in. 

Houses of steel offer attractive possibilities 
for economy. Asin automobile manufacture, 
the parts can be standardized and made in 
such quantity as to greatly reduce the cost. 
An English iron and steel manufacturer, 
Lord Weir, has done this in Glasgow, Scot- 
land, where in a notable housing experiment 
he has provided homes for the workmen of 
that city. His houses are of felt lined steel 
plates on a wooden frame; three motor trucks 
will carry one of them from factory to site, 
where it is assembled in a few hours. The 


steel walls are painted to resemble brick, or 
covered with ea thin veneer of evtiGictad etOme, 
to give a pleasing exterior. Sach a Bouse of 
the bungalow type, with living seem, twe 
bedrooms, kitchenette end bath, te eata @@ 
cost only $1,800. 

All steel houses, frame ftecaded, hae 
been constructed in this country also, Hales 
are punched fn the metal supporting mem- 
bers at the proper places, and wrenches {> 
stead of hammers put the house together. 

One of Edison’s pet ideas ts the synthetis 
house. He sees it, not as of steel construe 
tion, but as a shell of quick-setting cement, 
poured at one stroke into a mold the size of 
the finished house. Could the dwelling be 
poured in one operation its cost would be 
slashed to a minimum. 

Many kinds of concrete are being tried 
for home building. Olay is being used in 
Sorau, Germany. In Amsterdam, Holland, 
clinkers from the city incinerator are mixed 
with concrete to form air spaces, small and 
well distributed, providing waterproofing and 
insulation against cold and heat. One Euro- 
pean engineer has even tried mixing puffed 
rice with concrete for the same‘ purpose, 
presenting the interesting possibility of rais- 
Ing a crop to build a home!

When the Spanish authorities got out of 
Santo Domingo a century or more ago, did 
they make the colossal mistake of carrying 
off the casket bearing the skeleton of Colum- 
bus’ ‘son instead of that inclosing the body 
of the great discoverer’? 

These are questions now being raised in 
Washington as a result of a resolution on the 
House calendar for consideration this session, 
proposing to express the sense of Congres 
that the United States approves the interna 
tional project to crect a memorial lighthouse 
at the capital of the Dominican republic to 
the original pathfinder and blazer of trails 
who gave the New World to the Old. 

Spain most certainly did not take the bones 
of Columbus across the water, according to 
Melix Cordova Davila, resident commissioner 
from Porto Rico in Washington. They are on 
this side of the Atlantic, where they belong. 

“With the evidence now available,’ says 
Mr. Davila, “the much-moved remains which 
were found in the cathedral of Santo Domingo 
on September 10, 1877, must be considered 
as being those of Columbus. The leaden 
casket shipped to Havana in 1795 did not 
contain the authentic bones of Columbus but 
of somebody else 

“But wherever Columbus now rests. the 
proposal to erect a gigantic lighthouse as a 


memorial to him upon the island of Santo Do- 4p b

America,’ where the 
great sailor-adventurer 
planted the first Kuro 
pean town in the New 
World, is surely 
that will meet with no 
opposition.’

in the New World which Columbus had given 
her 400 years before. The leaden casket was 
then taken back to Spain and interred with 
imposing ceremonies in the cathedral at 
Seville. Many of the Spanish people atil! 
believe it contains tho bones of Columbus. 

“That an error was committed by the 
Spanish authorities when they withdrew from 
Santo Domingo, has been proven to the com- 
plete satisfaction of impartial investigators. 
During the progress of repairs ‘to the cathe- 
dral there, in 1877, the discovery was made 
that the Spanish authoritics when they hauled 
down the Spanish flag and sailed away to 
Havana in 1795 had mistaken the casket of 
his son for that of Columbus. 

“Thus fate intervened to insure the. dis- 
charge of the last wish of Columbus—-that his 
bones be allowed to rest in Santo Domingo. 
The world, however, was ignorant of that 
fact for almost a century following the re- 
moval of the casket of his son.

RUBBER GOODS MADE

; Before long you may be wearing rubber- 
plated overshoes and vour car may be shod 
with rubber-plated tires. 
From Akron, Ohio. comés the announce-

the application of a newly developed process 
of manufacture which resembles in pripcipl: 
the electroplating of metals. 

This process, says the 
Sciepee Monthly, is the outcome of experi 
ments in pure research by Dr. 8. E. Shep 
pard. of Rovwhester, N. Y. Using an electro 
lytic solution containing extremely minute 
particles of rubber, he found a way of de 
positing rubber on the anode of an electric 
circuit. tn the commercial application, the 
anode serves as a mold or form on which the 
rubber is deposited.

By this time the 
case had attracted widespread attention 
Both Wells and Clark vowed they would 
continue to fight it out in court after cogrt, 
for years, if necessary. Ten of Clark's neigh 
bors were called as witnesses by the prosecu- 
tion. They were men who had seen his dog.

Clark's ten witnesses for the prosecution 
were called; one after the other. All ten of 
them positively identified the hound us Clark's 
mtssing dog, Lead.

There are those @bo sa) 
he ia more than holding his own, even tn the 
more thickly settled parta of the country 
Time and ugain f am told that the decrease 
of our game birds. particularly our ruffed 
grousé,. le due to the Increase of foxes rathe: 
than to disease of overshooting. Whenever 
| get such a statement | am tnclined to take 
my hat off to Sir Reynard. At the same time 
| have my own optnion in regard tuo the 
ring. 

But there are foxow and foxes In cun 
ning and in intelligence the red fox of the 
Last generally ts given first place. Undoubt 
ediv thie is the direct result of forced de 
velopment, due to the peraletence with which 
the red fox has been hunted. The gray for 
or woods fox. appears aleo to have been hold 
ing his own. As a fulé, tt in less bold than 
the red fox. This fox. by Whe wav, has con 
siderable ability as a tree climber. A boy tn 
Connecticut reported to me having shot t®o 
in a tree over 50 feet from the ground 

The smallest of the foxes is the daint» 
“awift’ of the Southwest and the Creal 
Plains. Curiously enough this pretty little 
fellow ig not exceptionally awift of foot. tte 
in Jess clever than his Maatern cousins in the 
detection of poisoned baits. The aretic fox 
we have in two ¢olore- pure white aud av 
called blue. The latter really ia a color 
phase of the arctic fox, but generally ia de 
ignated as the blue fox.

The country may be 
the proper place, but when cash is your 
weapon, the city should be your hunting 
ground. I do not mean to say there are no 
more good antiques left in the rural districts, 
but, like all good game, the antique is get- 
ting scarcer evéry day, says the eee bam 
Magazine. 

Consider the United States 100 years —* 
New York city was quite a town; Boston was 
on the map, as was Philadelphia. In 1826 
there were more people living in New York 
city than there were in New Jersey and Con- 
necticut. All persons living in the cities 190 
years ago used furniture as well as the 
farmers and small-town people. The only 
bad feature of the city dwellers was that they 
did not keep their household goods quite as 
long as country people. Nevertheless, there 
now is and always will be more antiques in 
the cities than in the country, and they are 
just as easy to find in the city. 

Every modern apartment house of from 
10 to 60 families will contain more old 
pieces of furniture than can be found in 
three square miles of average farmland. 


Auction sales ‘take place “a will the — 
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antiques. The country venduc is fast becom- 
ing extinct, although occasionally we find an 
old farm that is being sold at auction. The 
farmers’ household goods are far more mod- 
ern than they were ten years ago, and Mr. 


and Mrs. Farmer have long ago disposed of 
the “old stuff,” as they called it. Of course, 
many fine old articles are still waiting for 
some “‘smart feller’’ to find, but for real an- 
tique hunting and real bargains the city is 
the place. 

The’ place to look is in small shops. In 
every town there is at least one, and many 
large cities have hundreds of them. Most of 
them are known only as second-hand furni- 
ture stores, but each will have one or more 
antique pleces or early American glass of 
some character. As a rule, articles can be 
purchased a little c in these stores.
